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THE    FRUIT  SITUATION 
Summary 

In  order  to  spare  the  dried  prune  and  raisin  industry  much  of  the 
serious  consequences  of  the  loss  of  export  markets  in  the  19^0-Ul  market- 
ing season,  Federal  loan  programs  operating  in  conjunction  with  California 
prorate  programs  were  set  up.    With  the  passage  of  the  Lend-Lease  Act  in 
the  spring  of  19^-1 ,  however,  the  outlook  for  the  dried  prune  and  raisin 
industry  "brightened  considerably.    Large  purchases  "by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  helped  to  make  the  commercial  carry-overs  of  dried  prunes  and 
raisins  into  the  19^1 -*+2  season  the  smallest  in  a  decade. 

The  small  commercial  dried  prune  ©arry-over  of  30,000  tons  together 
with  an  estimated  pack  of  188,1410  tons  resulted  in  a  total  commercial  supply 
at  the  "beginning  of  the  19^1-^2  ( September-August)  season  of  only  218,UlO 
tons  compared  with  a  commercial  supply  of  2*4-0,210  tons  in  19^0,  and  the 
1935**39  average  of  29^,775  tons.    The  total  commercial  supply  of  raisins  is 
roughly  the  same  as  that  of  a  year  ago. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  January  1  were  reported  to  total 
25»7  million  "bushels  compared  with  28.6  million  on  January  1,  19^1«    Of  the 
25.7  million  "bushels  reported  held  on  January  1  approximately  2,k  million 
v/ere  owned  by  the  Depo,rtment  of  Agriculture.    Prices  of  eastern  and  mid- 
western  apples  continue  to  increase  relative  to  prices  a  year  earlier  largely 
as  a  result  of  the  smaller  stocks  of  these  apples  in  storage  this  year. 
Market  prices  of  eastern  and  midwestern  apples  increased  approximately  15 
percent  from  December  through  April  last  season,  and  auction  prices  of 
western  apples  increased  about  8  percent. 
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The  Agricul turai  Marketing  Service  reported  that  cold  storage  hold- 
ings of  late  variety  pears  on  January  1  totaled  1;3  million  "bushels  compared 
with  1,0  million,  c?;.  the  sane  date  in  .'Prices  of  late  variety  pears  in 

general  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  through  December  have  averaged 
above  those  in  the  comparable  period  last  year  largely  as  a 'result  of  a 
smaller  production  and  increased  purchasing  power  of  consumers  this  year 
compared  /with  last.    Since  September,  however,  prices  relative  to  prices  a 
year  earlier  have  been  decreasing* 

On  January  1  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  estimated  that  the 
19^1-^2  orange  crop  would  total  8^,7  million  boxes  compared  with  SU.l  million 
from  the  bloom  of  IjkO,    Total  shipment  of  Florida  oranges  from  the  beginning 
of  the  season  to  January  3  were  about  20  percent  less  than  in  the  comparable 
period  in  -the  preceding  season.    Prom  December  22  to  January  3»  however, 
shipments  from  Florida  were  roughly  the  same  this  season  as  last,'   From  the 
beginning  of  the  season  to  date  auction  prices  of  Florida  oranges  at  New 
York  have  averaged  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but  the  spread  between  prices 
this  season  and  last  has  narrowed  as  the  season  progressed.    The  Florida 
season  started  later  this  season  than  Last,  and  weekly  shipments  have  gradu- 
ally been  catching  up  with  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Total  grapefruit  production  from  the  bloom  of  19^-1  was  estimated,  as 
of  January  1,  to  total  4l,U  million  boxes  compared  with  U3.0  million  boxes 
from  the  bloom  of  19^*0.    Market  prices  of  Florida  and  Texas  grapefruit  in 
December  averaged  about  31  percent  and  17  percent  higher  respectively  than 
in  December  19^0.

DRIED  FRUITS 

BACKGROUND.-  Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  Europe 
in  1939  about  30  percent  of  the  raisin  pack,  kO  percent  of 
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the  dried  prune  pack,  and  50  percent  of  the  dried  apricot 
pack  vrere  exported.    In  the  ty-yeex  period,  193^**38,  an  average 
of  SO  percent  of  our  dried  prune  and  raisin  exports,  and  90 
percent  of  our  dried  apricot  exports  went  to  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  European  Continent. 

In  order  to  spare  the  dried  prune  and  raisin  industry 
much  of  the  serious  consequences  of  the  loss  of  these  ex- 
port markets  in  the  1^0-^-1  marketing  season,  Federal  loan 
programs  operating  in  conjunction  with  California  prorate 
programs  were  set  up.    With  the  passage  of  the  Lend-Lease 
Act  in  the  spring  of  19*41  the  outlook  for  the  dried  prune  and 
raisin  industry  "brightened  considerably.    Large  purchases  "by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  helped  to  make  the  commercial 
carry-overs  of  dried  prunes  and  raisins  into  the  19^1-^2 
season  the  smallest  in  a  decade. 

Dried  Prunes 

On  December  1  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  estimated  that  the 
production  of  dried  prunes  in  California  and  the  Pacific  Northwest  totaled 
138, ^lO  tons  compared  with  ¥JJ tflO  tons  in  19^-0,  and  the  1935~3&  average  of 
237,800  tons.    The  small  commercial  carry-over  on  September  1  of  30,000  tons 
resulted  in  a  total  commercial  supply  of  only  218, klO  tons  compared  with  a 
commercial  supply  of  2^0,210  tons  in  19^+0,  <mcL  the  1935-39  average  of 
29^,775  tons.    Exports  during  the  1935-39  period  averaged  91,121  tons.  The 
dried  prune  marketing  problem  that  existed  during  the  1930!s  has  vanished,  at 
least  temporarily. 

During  the  19^-0-^1  dried  prune  season  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
purchased  71,500  tons  of  dried  prunes  for  distribution  to  relief  clients  and 
for  shipment  to  Great  Britain  under  terms  of  the  Lend-Lease  Act,    Part  of 
this  total  was  carried  over  on  September  1.    These  prunes  together  with, 
purchases  from  the  19^1-^2  crop  will  be  available  for  lend-lease  shipment 
this  season. 

The  amount  carried  over  into  the  I9H2-U3  season  will  depend  upon  the 
amount  purchased  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  19^1-^2  season. 

Raisins 

The  19^1  raisin  pack  has  been  estimated  by  the  Agricultural  Market- 
ing Service  at  220,000  tons.    In  19^  the  raisin  pack  totaled  171,000  tons, 
and  the  1935~39  average  pack  was  233,^00  tons. 

The  commercial  carry-over  on  Septembor  1,  19*+1  was  roughly  23,000 
tons  compared  with  70,000  tons  on  the  same  date  a  year  earlier.    Thus,  the 
total  commercial  supply  in  19^1-^2  is  roughly  the  sane  as  the  supply  a  year 
a.go. 

Prices  received  by  growers  for  raisins  in  19^-1  averaged  $80.30  per 
ton  according  to  preliminary  estimates  compared  with  $57*60  received  in 
191+0,  and  the  1935-39  average  of  $55.80  per  ton. 
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The  carry-over  of  I9I+I  raisins  on  September  1,  19H2  will  depend 
partly  on  the  amount  of  raisins  purchased  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
during  the  current  season,  and  in  any  event  will  be  smaller  than  normal. 

Other  Dried  Fruits 

The  packs  of  dried  apples,  apricots,  peaches,  pears,  dates,  and  figs 
in  I9U1  are  estimated  to  have  totaled  98,500  tons  compared  with  89,2^+9  tons 
in  19U0. 

APPLES 

BACKGROUND.-  Total  production  of  apples  has  fluctuated  widely 
in  the  past  30  years  largely  as  a  result  of  year-to-year 
changes  in  growing  conditions.    However,  there  has  been  a  ■ 
moderate  downward  trend  in  apple  production  since  the  peak 
year  .19ll+.    A  decrease  in  the  number  of  apple  trees  has 
taken  place  in  the  past  30  years,  and  reports  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  indicate  that  the  number  of  apple  trees  of  all 
ages  and  of  bearing  age  in  I9I+O  was  sharply  lower  than  in 
1935*  great  decrease  in  number  of  trees  has  been  caused 

by  the  abandonment  of  farm  orchards,  normal  mortality,  the 
removal  of  low-yielding  trees,  and" loss  from  droughts,  storms, 
and  freezes.    The  census  reports  indicate  that  the  yield  per 
tree  under  average  growing  conditions  increased  from  1935  to 
I9I+O.    Apple  prices  have  recovered  considerably  from  their 
low  levels  in  the  depression  years.  ' 

Commercial  Crop  Larger  Than  a 
Year  Earlier. 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  has  estimated  that  the  commercial 
apple  crop  in  I9I+I  totaled  126. 1  million  bushels.    The  commercial  crop  in 
I9I+O  totaled  llk.k  million  bushels,  and  the  193*+-39  average  was  125.3  million 
bushels.    Production  in  the  Central  and  Eastern  States  in  1941  was  estimated 
to  be  27  percent  and  9  percent  higher,  respectively,  than  in  I9I+O.  Com- 
mercial production  in  the  Western' States  was  estimated  to  be  approximately 
3  percent  higher  than  in  I9I+O.

Cold-  storage  holdings  of  apples  on,"  January  l!were  reported  to  total 
25.7  million  bushels  compared  with  28.6  million,  on  January  1,  igUl ,  and  the 
193 6—1+0  January;  1  average,  of  27.2'.  million.  '.   .  ' 

Of  the  25.7  million  bushels  of  apples  reported  held  in  cold  storage  on 
January  1  of  this-  year,'  approximately  2.4' million  bushels  were  held  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.    Thus,  the  amount  of,  apples  held  for  distribution 
through  regular  trade .channels  after  January  1  totaled  about  5»3  million 
bushels  less  than  was  available  a  year  earlier,'  and  3«9  million  bushels  less 
than  was  available  in  the  comparable  period  from  1935"*39«    Exports  of  apples 
from  January  to  June  in  the  5-year  period,  1935~39t  totaled  1+.6  million 
bushels. 
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The  Central  and  Eastern  States  enjoy  a  more  favorable  cold  storage 
situation  relative  to  that  of  a  year  earlier  than  do  the  Western  States, 
In  spite  of  large  crops  in  the  Central  and  Eastern  States  this  year's  hold- 
ings on  January  1  were  32  percent  and  17  percent  lower,  respectively,  than 
holdings  on  the  same  date  in  19^1,    In  the  Western  States  cold  storage  hold- 
ings w.ere  2  percent  larger  than  a  year  ago. 

Up  to  January  17  the  Department  of  Agriculture  had  purchased  5»9 
million  bushels  of  fresh  apples  compared  with  3      million  up  to  January  M- 
in  the  IQ^+O-^l  season. 

Market  Prices  Continue  Above  Those 
of  Last  Season 

Auction  prices  of  western  apples  in  December  averaged  about  13  percent 
higher  than  in  December  19^-0.    Wholesale  prices  of  eastern  and  midr-estern 
apples  in  December  averaged  about  1^-  percent  and  18  percent  higher  respective- 
ly than  in  the  comparable  month  a  year  earlier.    Prices  of  eastern  and  mid- 
western  apples  continue  to  increase  relative  to  prices  a  year  earlier  largely 
as  a  result  of  the  smaller  stocks  of  these  apples  in  storage  this  year. 
Market  prices  of  eastern  and  midwestern  apples  increased  approximately  15 
percent  from  December  through  April  last  season,  and  auction  prices  of 
western  apples  increased  about  8  percent. 

Auction  prices  of  Washington  Extra  Fancy  Delicious  apples  at  New  York 
and  Jonathan  apples  at  Chicago  increased  contraseasonally  during  December, 

PEARS 

BACKGROUND.-  Pear  production  has  about  doubled  in  the  last 
20  years.    The  increase  occurred  largely  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  States,  where  during  the  ^-yeosr  period  1936-*K),  two- 
thirds  of  the  total  United  States  pear  crop  was  produced. 
Earm  prices  of  pears  tended  to  decline  with  increased 
production. 

The  canning  industry  har.  provided  an  important  out- 
let for  pears.    In  the  ^-yociv  period,  193^~39.  approximately 
22  percent  of  the  pear  crop  was  placed  in  cans.    In  the  same 
period  the  drying  industry  took  about  5  percent  of  the  crop. 
Increasing  quantities  of  pears  have  been  canned  and  dried  in 
recent  years,  but  since  these  outlets  have  not  absorbed  all 
of  the  increased  production,  the  volume  of  pears  for  fresh 
consumption  has  been  larger. 

In  193*4-38  approximately  IS  percent  of  the  total  pear 
crop  was  marketed  outside  this  country.    In  this  period  about 
30  percent  of  the  canned  pack  and  jS  percent  of  the  dried  pack 
were  exported.    Substantial  quantities  of  fresh  pears  also  were 
exported.    Export  markets  provided  important  outlets  for  the 
late  variety  pears;  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in 
Europe  in  1939  over  50  percent  of  total  shipments  of  fresh 
Hardy,  Cornice,  and  Winter  Nelis  pears  (important  late  varie- 
ties) went  to  foreign  markets,  .  i 
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Production  of  Late  Varieties  Smaller 

Production  of  fall  and  winter  variety  pears  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States  is  estimated  to  total  approximately  5»6  million  "bushels  compared  with 
6.6  million  "bushels  in  19^0,  and  the  10-year  ( 1930-39)  average  of  4.5 
million  "bushels. 

Cold' Storage  Holdings  Larger 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  reported  that  cold  storage  holdings 
of  late  variety  pears  on  January  1  totaled  1.3  milli'on  "bushels  compared  with 
1.0  million  on  the  same  date  in  19*+1.    Up  to  January  4,  1941  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  had  purchased  856,000  "boxes  of  1940  crop  late  variety  pears, 
and  up  to  the  same  date  this  season  they  had  made  no  purchases  of  these 
varieties. 

Auction  Prices  of  Late  Varieties  Higher 
Than  a  Year  Earlier 

Prices  of  late  variety  pears  in  general  have  averaged  above  those  in 
the  comparable  period  last  year  from  the  "beginning  of  the  season  through 
December.    Since  September,  however,  prices  have  been  decreasing  relative  to 
prices  a  year  earlier.    In  September  auction  prices  of  late  variety  pears  at 
New  York  averaged  about  47  percent  higher  than  in  September  1940,  but  in 
December  they  averaged  only  12  percent  higher. 

CITRUS 

Oranges 

On  January  1  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  estimated  that  the 
1941-42  orange  crop  would  total  S4.7  million  boxes  compared  with  84.1  million 
boxes  from  the  bloom  of  1940.    The  1940-41  •  crop  was  of  record  size. 

Total  shipments  of  Florida  oranges  from  the  beginning  of  the  season 
to  January  3  were  about  20  percent  less  than  in  the  comparable  period  in, 
the  1940-41  season.    Prom  December  22  to  January  3t  however,  shipments  from 
Florida  were  roughly  the  same  as  in  the  comparable  period  a  year  earlier • 
Total  shipments  of  California  and  Arizona  Naval  and  oiscellaneous  oranges  from 
the  beginning  of  the  season  to  January  3  were  about  9  percent  less  than  in 
the  comparable  period  last  season. 

Prom  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  date,  auction  prices  of  Florida 
oranges  at  New  York  have  averaged  higher  than  a  year  earlier  but  the  spread 
between  prices  this  season  and  last  has  consistently  narrowed  as  the  season 
progressed.    The  Florida  orange  season  started  later  this  season  than  last, 
and  weekly  shipments  have  gradually  been  catching  up  with  those  of  last 
season.

Total  grapefruit  production  from  the  bloom  of  19^1  was  estimated,  as. 
of  January  1,  to  total  kl,k  million  "boxes  compared  with  ^3,0  million  boxes 
from  the  "bloom  of  19*+0»    Production  in  Florida  is  indicated  to  be  approxi- 
mately 13  percent  less  and  that  in  Texas  is  indicated  to  be  9  percent  larger 
than  a  year  ago,  .  '      ;  - 

Total  shipments  of  Florida  and  Texas  grapefruit  in  December  were  3 
percent  above  those  in  December  19^0, 

Market  prices  of  Florida  and  Texas  grapefruit  in  December  averaged 
about  31  percent  and  17  percent  higher  respectively  than  in  December  19*+0»
